A CLEVELAND dispatch under date of November 21, 
says that the accident to the Poe lock at the Soo and 
the bad weather of several days prior to that date, 
reduced. the capacity of the iron ore fleet materially 
and the delay has cut the ore shipment for Novem- 
ber 1,000,000-tons. At the rate that ore was sent 
forward during the first ten days of the month, it 
was thought that a new season record would be made, 
but the record of 1907 will stand until next season, 
when it is predicted that the mines will send forward 
50,000,000 tons. The delay on account of the Poe 
lock being put out of commission for a week will 
cost some of the boats a trip, and the average loss for | 
the Lake Superior traders will be something more 
than half a trip. 








TweELve billion dollars’ worth of manufactures have 
been exported from the United States in the last 120 
years, 8 billions, or two-thirds, of this 

Enormous enormous total within the last 20 years, 
Pe 2 and 6 billions, or one-half, in the last I1- 
years. This is the summarization of a 

statement prepared by the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor. The first year’s 
record of the foreign commerce of the United States 
under the present form of government covers, of 
course, the fiscal year 1790, and the termination of the 
fiscal year 1909 completes 120 years of commerce. The 
Bureau of Statistics has completed its record of the 
commerce of the fiscal year 1909, and, combining it 
vith the accumulated records of foreign commerce 
‘rom 1789 down to date, finds that the total exports of 
‘lomesti¢ merchandise of all kinds during the 120 vears 


have aggregated 46 billion dollars, of which 12 billions, 
or 26 per cent, were manufactures; that more than 
one-half of this enormous total of 12 billion dollars 
went out of the country during the 11 years ending 
with 1909; and that two-thirds of this tetal went out 
during the 20 years ending with 1909. In other words, 
the value of the manufactures exported since 1808 is 
as great as all that exported in the 109 years prior to 
that date, while the total for the last 20 years is twice 
as great as the total of the immediately preceding 100 
years. The share which manufactures form of our ex 
ports has steadily advanced as the years have passed 
In the decade 1790-1799 manufactures formed 6.5 per 
cent of the domestic merchandise exported; in the 
decade ended with 1819, 6.9 per cent; in the decade 
ended with 1839, 9.4 per cent; in the decade ended 
with 18509, 16.5 per cent; in the decade ended with 
1879, 20.3 per cent; in the decade ended with 1899 
25.3 per cent. and in the decade ended with 1900, 37.6 
per cent. The share which manufactures form of the 
total exports thus steadily advanced and averaged 26.1 
per cent during the entire period. 

The growth in exportation of manufactures is per 
haps more clearly evidenced by the fact that th« 
annual average value of the manufactures exported in 
the first decade of the period (1790-1799) was, speak 
ing in round terms, less than 2 million dollars per 
annum; in the decade ended with 1809, less than 2 
million dollars per annum; in the decade ended with 
1839, less than 8 millions per annum, and in the decade 
ended ‘with 1849, slightly less than 12 million dollars 
per annum; in the decade ended with 1859, 35 mil 
lions per annum; in the decade ended with 1869, 48 
millions per annum; in the decade ended with 1870. 
108 millions per annum; in the decade ended with 
188, 150 millions per annum; in the decade ended 
with 1899, an average of 241 million dollars per an- 
num; in the decade ended with 1909. an average of 
586 millions, and for the single year 1908, 750 million 
dollars. The value of manufactures exported in the 
single year 1908 was thus greater thar that in all the 
70 years from 1790 fo 1860. 

An examination of the records of manufactures 
exported in the earlier periods presents some marked 
contrasts when compared with the records of the 
present commerce. The total value of manufactures 
exported in 1790 was $1,243,547 and forms 6 per cent 
of the total domestic merchandise exported. The 
largest item, while classed as “Chemicals, drugs, etc.,”’ 
was in fact chiefly potash, pearl ash, and other products 
of this character, and amounted to $841,000 in value 
Distilled spirits amounted to $135,000 in value; pig 
iron, $108,000; candles, $45,000; carriages, $28,000: 
boots and shoes, $11,000, and bricks, $17,000 in value. 
Iron and steel products of all kinds recorded in the 
exports of 1790 amounted to but $117,000 in value. 
and it was not until 1840 that the value of iron and 
steel manufactures exported crossed the million-dollar 
line. By 1850 they reached about 2 millions; 1860, 
nearly 6 millions ; 1870, 13%. millions; 1880, 1434 mil- 
lions: 1890, 25% millions ; 1900, 122 millions, and 1908. 
184 millions, to which may properly be added about 9 
million dollars’ worth sent to Alaska, Porto Rico, and 
Hawaii, and not included in the statement of our for- 
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eign commerce, making the grand total for 1908 nearly 
200 million dollars. 

Every part of the world, every grand division, every 
country, every great city has contributed to this growth 
in the exports of American manufactures: The value 
of manufactures sent to Europe in 1908 was 368 mil- 
lion dollars, or practically one-half of the 750 million 
dollars’ worth exported in that year; to North 
America, 189 million dollars’ worth; to South Amer- 
ica 7134 million dollars’ worth; to Asia, also, 7134 
million dollars’ worth; to Oceania, 40 million dollars’ 
worth, and to Africa, 10 million dollars’ worth. 

Of the 368 million dollars’ worth of manufactures 
sent to Europe in 1908, 97 million dollars was copper, 
55 millions mineral oil, 47 millions manufactures of 
iron and steel, 39 millions manufactures of wood, 17 
millions naval stores, and 14 millions agricultural im- 
plements. 








AN INTERESTING report of some tests in spelling 
recently made with a political economy class in one 
of our foremost universities, has been 

Teach Them made public, and it once more discloses 
Aol the fact that too little attention is given 

to spelling in our educational institutions. 

Two hundred and fifty students in the department 
submitted to essays on various subjects, and in only 
twenty-five of these productions was there no mis- 
spelled word; the list of mis-spellings numbered four 
hundred and forty-three; the average number of mu- 
tilated words per student was five; the averagé num- 
ber of mis-spellings was seven; and the three words 
most generally mis-spelled were “separate,” “relieve” 
and “receive.” Thus, two hundred and twenty-five 
young men at the university taking courses of study 
in American social conditions and municipal economy, 
and competent to prepare essays on topics connected 
with these matters, were unable to spell correctly all 
the words entering into their compositions, did not 
recognize a written word that had been mis-spelled— 
a discovery that ordinarily good and careful spellers 
not infrequently make—and if in any instance they 
were in doubt, they were too indolent to consult the 
dictionary. 

The disclosure is not surprising. In most of the 
elementary schools of the country, both public and 
private, from one end to the other, scant attention is 
paid to spelling nowadays, and when instruction is 
given in it at all the thing is not “pounded into” the 
pupils.as it used to be by oral drills and written exer- 
cises, and the conséquence is that even the limited 
instruction doesn’t “stick” in most instances. The 
spelling of English words is very largely something 
essentially arbitrary, does not “go by rule,” 
struction in it cannot be given by lectures or class- 
room “talks” or blackboard object lessons. 

It is evident that something should be done to raise 
the standard of spelling among college students. But 
the college is not the place for such instruction. It 
should be part of the elementary education. So many 
additional studies have been crowded into grammar 
schools that spelling no longer occupies the position 
of prominence which it held years ago. The spelling 


bee was then possibly the chief intellectual test of the 
community. 


To be the best speller was a coveted 


and in- : 
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honor. So many studies have been added to the cur- 
riculum that the time devoted to. spelling must be 
curtailed. Perhaps we have’ gone too far. Certainly 
college students are deficient in this respect, and the 
college authorities are trying to place the blame where 
it belongs by making one of the tests in English the 
ability to write grammatical English in words cor- 
rectly spelled. Doubtless spelling is to a considerable 
extent a memory test, which some persons find it ex- 
tremely difficult to master. But no one can blame the 
colleges of this country if they demand as one of the 
requirements of admission the ability on the part of 
the student correctly to spell words with which he 
would express his thoughts. 

The colleges can render a great service along this 
line, but as the education of the vast majority of 
young men and-women is confined to the elementary 
and grammar schools, the colleges can do nothing to- 
ward making the great bulk of the American’ public 
correct spellers; that it is made up very largely of 
bad and indifferent spellers is constantly in evidence. 
Boards of education and school authorities every- 
where owe a duty to the public in this particular ; they 
ought to restore spelling to the important place that it 
once held in the elementary school curriculum, even 
if botany and bird life and “nature study” suffer some- 
what bythe shift. Spelling is, to a considerable ex- 
tent, a matter of memorizing; it is more. It is al- 
most wholly a memory test, and memorizing is looked 
upon scornfully by most of our latter-day school teach- 
ers. But no man or woman without a well-trained 
memory can be considered any, more than superficially 
educated, and instruction in spelling is one of the very 
best methods of memory training. 

There are, of course, very many “improved” meth- 
ods of public school instruction, but the system can 
never be genuinely improved as a whole until spelling 
gets back its old-time place in the curriculum. 

No up-to-date business house or corporation wishes 
to employ in its offices young men or women who are 
poor spellers. They cannot spend time imparting to 
them knowledge which they should have acquired 
before leaving school to earn their own living. The 
sooner our educational institutions begin to realize 
this fact, the easier will it be for the youth of our 
country to battle with the world. 








Tue Province of Ontario, Canada, has completed 
plans for offering great inducements to American 
manufacturers to locate there. These 
Ontario After plans have been. outlined through the 
snes ogc placing of a contract in Pittsburgh for 
1,500,000 pounds of half-inch aluminum 
wire, to be delivered with the greatest possible speed, 
the idea being to carry an electric current from Ni- 
agara Falls throughout the Province of Ontario, fur- 
nishing ower to those who will use it, at the lowest 
possible rate. 

The Pittsburgh officers of the Aluminum Company 
of America announce the plazing of the contract by 
the Hydro-electric Commission of Ontario at a cost 
of $400,000. The Aluminum company has just round- 
ed up dividend profits of $16,800,000 for the year on 
its capital stock of $3,200,000 and in view of the great 
orders coming-in from Canada for electric wiring, has 
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decided not to pay any of the millions. out in cash, 
but instead has issued a 500 per cent stock dividend 
of $16,000,000. The $800,000 remaining goes into the 
treasury. 

The Canadian movement toward the use of alumi- 
num appears to be very widespread. Wire already 
contracted for is to be distributed at Toronto, Wind- 
sor, Hamilton, Saint Catherine’s, Welland and Port 
Dalhousie. The Hydro-electric Commission, which 
will have charge of the work, acts as financial agent 
to the various municipalities and will regulate the 
rates for certain minimum amounts of current to be 
supplied at each point. 

The different n.unicipalities getting the current will 
be bonded to pay their share of the cost and the cur- 
rent to be supplied will be greatly in excess of present 
demands of those places, so that power may almost 


‘be offered free by these towns to American manufac- 


turers. The Aluminum Company of America, which 
is controlled by the Mellon interests of Pittsburgh, and 
which controls the beauxite beds of Arkansas, Georgia 
and Alabama, announces that in 1908 it made 8,200,- 
ooo pounds of aluminum. The Canadian order just 
received will be drawn at the plants at Niagara Falls 
and at Montreal, Que. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

The man, young or old, who does not make mis- 
takes is not worth much. He can't be progressive; 
he’s not wanted in the business world. And likewise 
he who makes too many mistakes. The former can- 
not profit and strengthen himself by his experiences 
because he has no experiences that are worth any- 
thing to him. The latter has valuable experiences, but 
does not benefit by them; they don’t mean anything 
to him, Between these two extremes is the man who 
makes mistakes, but he makes them only once. The 
second time he knows how and what to do. The 
first mistake, however costly to himself and his em- 
ployer, becomes a valuable asset because it has taught 
him something; it will never occur again. “That man 
has cost me over $50,000,” remarked the president of 
a large corporation, in’ speaking to one of the man- 
agers of a branch house. “I’m surprised you have 
kept him then,” answered his hearer. “Kept him? 
Why, I wouldn’t let him go for twice that amount! 
When I practically spent or lost $50,000 to make him 
what he is, I certainly will keep him. Why, he’s the 
most valuable man we've got. His branch is earning 
more than any two others.” “If he is such a good 
man, how did he cost you so much?” was the next 
juery. “He’s made $50,000 worth of mistakes; but 
these mistakes have been ten times that value to us. 
That’s a queer paradox, isn’t it? The secret of the 
value of his mistakes is that he never makes them 
wice. No man with initiative, with energy, with am- 
hition, can avoid mistakes because none of us is per- 
fect and omniscient. But the man with initiative, en- 
‘Tgy, and ambition will never be fooled twice on the 
ame thing. He'll err once, but the second time he'll 
'o it right, He’ll know what to do and what not to 
‘0 in order to accomplish the thing in view. That’s 
he beauty of mistakes; they give you your equi- 
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librium. Our advertising manager spent an appropri- 
ation of $70,000 in one season for advertising that was 
practically a total loss. The only good we got out of 
it was a little general publicity—our name before the 
public. There were hardly any returnse Our sales 
showed no decided increase. Did we fire him? Well, 
I guess not. After letting him spend $70,000 of our 
money to find out how not to advertise our goods, do 
you think we would let him go? No, sir. Strange as 
it may sound to you, we raised his salary because we 
knew from previous mistakes=he had made that he 
had derived $70,000 worth of valuable experience. 
The next season he asked for a $30,000 advertising 
appropriation. We voted it unhesitatingly. Now he 
knew what to do and what to avoid, the kind of copy, 
the proper mediums, illustrations, etc, Result, a 20 
per cent increase in business that season.” 
x * x 
“When your employes make mistakes over and ove: 
again what do you do?” was asked. “Here’s my po! 
icy: First mistake, caution him; second mistake, 
warn him; third mistake, fire him.” That looks sim 
ple and decisive; but there’s a lot of work to do with 
your man after his first mistake to prevent the possi- 
bility of the second and the disaster of the third. It’s 
constructive work. When an employe has made a 
mistake he naturally expects the man over him to 
raise Cain with him or discharge him. It’s a delicate 
matter to let your employe know that you disapprove 
of his action and yet approve of it after he has miade 
a mistake. But that’s just exactly what you have to 
do. You have to caution him to be careful, and at 
the same time encourage him to better efforts. That's 
the secret of making good, faithful employes. If you 
jump on them negatively you simply make them feel 
like the small boy who has just been spanked—re- 
sentful, waiting for a chance to get even, careless of 
your interests. But the employer must differentiate 
between mistakes and blunders. The former are the 
natural result of sane efforts; the latter the product 
ot short-sightedness, carelessness, hastiness and reck- 
lessness. You can avoid blunders; not so mistakes. 
Business is a school; the employer the teacher; the 
employes the scholars. Teaching can only be accom- 
plished by constructive methods. Hence, the em- 
ployer must work with and for his employes if he 
wishes them to develop to his interest and advantage. 
The nonsuccess of at least two-thirds of modern 
businesses is due to the inability in various ways of 
the employes and this defect is the fault nine times 
out of ten of the employer. Don’t make your em- 
ployes afraid of you. Fear breeds resentment and dis- 
trust; it’s highly disadvantageous. The love of your 
employes means that they are working body and soul 
for you and your interests. The psychological time to 
win over your men is when they make mistakes. If 
you compliment them or flatter them when they have 
done something credible, they take it as a matter of 
course—-a just reward for their work; but, if you en- 
courage them when they need encouragement and 
when they don’t expect it, that is when they make mis- 
takes, then you arouse gratitude. Those in power are 
prone to show authority, to domineer over the less 
fortunate. This attitude is detrimental to every in- 
terest of a business. 
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The Chelsea Stove and Mfg. Company, Chelsea, 
Mich., will shortly resume operations on a full-time 
schedule, it is reported.

Stoves, Ranges and Furnaces received the highest pos 
sible award at the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition 
at Seattle, Wash., this year.

Ground has been broken and work commenced on 
the plant of the Colonial Stove Company at Birming- 
ham, Ala.

$700,000 HARDWARE MERGER EFFECTED. 





Cleveland, Ohio, will have probably the largest 
wholesale hardware company between New York and 
Chicago as the result of the consolidation on Novem- 
ber 19 of the Lockwood-Luetkemeyer-Henry Com- 
pany and the McIntosh Hardware Corporation. The 
new company will have a capitalization of $700,000 
and is expected to do an annual business in excess of 
$4,000,000. Three firms now compose the company, 
all of which were old and well established before the 
movement toward amalgamation began. Last May 
the Lockwood-Taylor Hardware Co. was bought by 
H. W. Luetkemeyer & Sons, forming the Lockwood- 
Luetkemeyer-Henry Company which now has ab- 
serbed the McIntosh Hardware Corporation. Each 
company makes a specialty of different lines, so the 
amalgamation brings together a hardware business 
of the most complete character, by far the largest of 
its kind in Ohio. 

Although the annual election of officers will not take 
place until February, 1910, it is understood that G. 
W. Luetkemeyer will be the president of the com- 
pany; E. H. Luetkemeyer, vice-president; John C. 
Henry, secretary, and A. C, Hord, treasurer. George 
W. McIntosh will remain with the company until 
February, 1910, when he probably will sever his con- 
nection, at least temporarily. Mr. McIntosh has been 
actively at the head of the McIntosh Hardware. Cor- 
poration for more than 30 years.. The directors of the 
company other than the officers named, will be chosen 
from the heads of departments, men who are interested 
in the company, both financially and as managers. 
The Connecticut charter of the McIntosh Hardware 
Corporation will be surrendered and the business con- 
ducted under the Ohio charter of the Lockwood- 
Luetkemeyer-Henry Company. 

Ultimately the business of the three companies will 
be consolidated in the one plant of the McIntosh Hard- 
ware Corporation, which covers approximately four 
acres. A seven-story warehouse will be added on 
Champlain Avenue, Cleveland, to care for the in- 
creased stock of the new company. The Lockwood- 
Taylor store on West Ninth Street is to be continued 
until next April and the H. W. Luetkemeyer & Sons’ 
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store at 419-423 Superior Avenue, will be operated in- 
dependently until January 1, 1911. 

It is understood that the company will retain all 
the present employes, numbering several hundred. 
There are 72 traveling men, working in Ohio, Michi-' 
gan, Indiana, Canada, West Virginia, northern Ken- 
tucky and western New York and Pennsylvania. In 
addition the firm employs 21 salesmen exclusively in 
Cleveland. All of the latter will be retained with a 
view of making a special effort to increase the com- 
pany’s retail hardware business. 

“Several things contributed to the amalgamation,’ 
G. W. Luetkemeyer said in an interview. “We were 
in the first place all compelled to carry duplicate 
stocks. Then the city merchants were demanding two 
deliveries, which was impractical, except for a large 
firm. Again the country trade is coming more and 
more to demand immediate shipments and one is com- 
pelled in consequence to carry an exceedingly large 
stock to hold this business. Under this consolidation 
we expect to meet all these demands. It is now not a 
question of local business with us, but more a question 
of the United States. Unquestionably we will! extend 
our territory. Just how rapidly this will be done de- 
pends upon conditions. Probably at the outset, where 
we have been taking only a part of a state we will 
cover it all. 

“Here we are most advantageously situated. Cleve- 
land is one of the big hardware manufacturing centers 
of the country. There are a dozen or more of the 
big lines which can be supplied by us right at home. 
All we have to do is to send out to the manufacturing 
plants and get the goods. For instance, there are fac- 
tory supplies, railroad supplies, electrical goods, sad- 
dlery hardware, heavy hardware, paints, plumbers’ 
supplies, lighting goods, cabinet hardware and several! 
other lines that are manufactured right at hand. There 
are no freight charges to pay. 

“Until one considers what an extensive manufactur- 
ing center Cleveland has become one does not realize 
what a large amount of hardware is used right here 
at home. It is a handsome business in itself. We ar 
preparing to make a special effort to meet all demands 
for the local trade as our intention of keeping twenty 
one salesmen in the city may indicate. The McIntosh 
Hardware Corporation will bring us approximatel) 
$2,000,000 of business a year and we expect to surpass 
even our estimate of $4,000,000 for the next year.”

(This address was delivered by F. M. Witbeck of 
Millburg, Mich., at the annual convention at Saginaw, 
Mich., of the Michigan Retail Hardware Association.) 

Nails, so common to the most of us, are like people, of 


- many kinds and varieties, some with large and well-balanced 


heads, others, though smaller, have the same faculty of 
getting to a point, but all will stand driving if properly 
driven. Some get warped and bent when driven too hard, 
while others, lying around, get rusty. They are, however, the 
foundation of your business, the keystone around which you 
build your other lines; the base of your commercial life, and 
for many years have been the prime factor necessary in 
nearly all buildings. And after the nails comes the hardware 
—the house furnishings, 

Now, you have found in your business career that your 
nails often become mixed through various causes, and they 
sometimes get rusty as well. Just to guard against their 
getting damaged or rusty, [ shall attempt to put a few nails 
of the common varieties before you, in the way of compari 
son, to be used in the foundation of your business, after 
which I may finish with the finish nail and tacks 

My first nail will be a 60d. personality of yourself in 
business. Be your own chief gunner and your clerks able 
assistants, by thorough training, as you have been advised 
by others many times before. By coming in personal touch 
with all regular customers, meet them with the glad hand 
whenever and wherever place affords. There is nothing 
reaches that spot in inner man like a “welcome handshake” 
when backed by your personality. “I mean it,” a hand that 
speaks, that tells one you want him to be your friend and that 
he is welcome to your place of business whether he makes 
a purchase or not. 

Brothers, I'm afraid some of you do not fully realize the 
power of the “handshake” in business, when put in the right 
spirit, and not always. for gain. As a commercial traveler for 
several years, when calling on a new merchant, I have long 
ago learned to read him by his handshake and the look of his 
eyes while so doing. If he takes hold of your hand with the 
tips of his fingers and drops his arm as if it had no life, his 
looks far away, and he does not look you square in the face, 
I do not spend much time with him, for he has told me 
more than words can tell; but when he takes hold of my hand 
as if he was glad to see me, he has extended through his 
hand a welcome. The personality of that man is impressed 
on me, that were I a prospective customer, rather than a 
selling agent, I certainly would give him my business, and / 
believe this rule will apply to most men. 

Another nail I would drive here is to make more per- 
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sonal calls amongst your country ‘customers (and I believe 
most of you have several of this class of customers). Take 
a few hours off once in a while and drive through the country 
amongst your friends, dine with them when opportunity 
affords, and I believe you will see your visits returned with 
an increase of business from that quarter. 

The next nail I will use for foundation is, make friends 
of the children. As busy merchants, some of you perhaps 
think you have no time to spend with-them, but take time, 
and when-a child comes into your store, possibly sent there 
for some trifle, see that he gets prompt and careful atten- 
tion, use him so kindly that he will want to come back again. 
Make a child your friend and you will have made a stand- 
ing advertisement for you and your place. Brother mer- 
chants, do you stop to consider that by kindness to her 
children, you have reached some mother’s heart; you have 
won a customer in her and through her, the father? Try this 
experiment and see the results. That costs you nothing but 
a little attention. . 

The next size I would use, would be to size up my 
drother competitor and make friends with him if possible. 
I would realize that he is in business the same as I, not as a 
cutthroat or an outlaw, as some dealers almost confess of 
their competitors, but a man just like myself; a man who is 
trying to make an honest dollar, just like myself, to feed and 
clothe his dear ones. Do this, and you see him in a new 
light; he is a mighty good fellow, just like yourself, when 
you get acquainted with him. Do this and your competitor 
will take a different.course, antagonism will disappear, and 
when & customer happens to mention the name of your 
rival in trade you will say, “Yes, John sells a good stove, but 
I believe I can show you more value in this one,” and many 
times you will have made a sale to this party who might have 
been a regular customer of the other fellow. Be neighborly, 
be friendly to your competitors and you are but driving the 
nails more firmly in your own foundation. ; 

The next plank which I wish to impres$ upon you, with 
the necessity of nailing down well, is loyalty to the jobbers 
and manufacturers who supply you goods. They are your 
friends.” They want to succeed and prosper, knowing full 
well that the better merchant you are the better the account, 
and by helping you they are driving the nails into their own 
foundation more securely with increased sales. Now, brothers, 
when you send them a rush order and when the goods arrive 
something is wrong, or there is a part of it short, which 
may be annoying to you, whenever such things occur (and 
they often do) do not jump on them with both feet as if 
the fault was all theirs. There may have been something 
wrong with your instructions to them; possibly the fault 
may, in part, lay with you, as I have never seen either a 
manufacturer or jobber that was not more willing to rectify 
mistakes than the majority of us with our own customers. 
when given a chance, 

Then, again, when in checking in our goods, are we as 
careful to report any surplus goods that might have gotten in 
by mistake, as we are to go after them for shortages? I’m 
afraid ‘the latter is sometimes overlooked, for to err is quite 
human, you know, and J am frank in saying that I do not be- 
lieve that there are many of our members who would over- 
look such matters, but I do find once in a while a man selling 
hardware who would not bother to report such trifles. 

As a representative of some very large concerns, I have 
known of some very unjust claims to be put up by certain 
dealers for goods short and for breakages to their manufac- 
turers, but on tracing the matter up have found that they 
were entirely innocent of any wrong in the shipment, but 
found that the fault was either with the railroad who re- 
ceived the shipment or some of the lines over which it was 
carried, and sometimes to the dealer himself, and that the re- 
dress lay with the transportation company to whom the goods 
were receipted for in apparent good order. 

Then, again, there are several of our leading manufac- 
turers and jobbers who will not sell to any but legitimate 
dealers and who have cut out supplying the catalogue houses 
with their surplus goods. These are the ones: we should give 
our most hearty support, when you find they are loyal to us 
and our association. But be loyal to our friends, the jobbers 


and manufacturers, who are loyal to us, 
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As we are now getting down fo smaller sized nails, 
where less pounds’ and more numbers are needed for our 
structure, I will use advertising. 

How do you advertise? and do you get satisfactory 
results? If not, why not? I cannot tell you how to adver- 
tise, as there are many ways, but I can tell you where 
thousands of your good dollars are wasted in advertising. 
It is because you try to cover too much surface with one 
application, or you put an “ad” in a newspaper and let it run 
for weeks without change; others try to cover too many lines 


,at one time; and still others will put in a very lengthy article, 


which, when read by the public, has said nothing. 

Now, it has been demonstrated beyond a doubt that all 
merchants are not good ad writers. But all can write good 
ads that will get business, if you will give this end a little 
careful thought and study, so that when your ad is published 
you will have made it so effective that all readers will feel 
like putting on their outer garments and coming right down 
to your store to make a purchase. This is one kind of 
advertising that pays, and here let me give you a rule to go 
by. Specialize your business more. Advertise one thing, 
that has merit, at a time, and word its description so plainly 
and completely that it will set people to thinking and create 
an appetite. The object of judicious advertising is not so 
much to hold your regular customers as to reach out and 
draw new ones away from the other fellow into your store. 
When you get them there, your personality and that of your 
clerks should have the power to make them feel at home and 
show up other new goods that possibly they had not seen 
at their regular merchants. Here is where you use the 
clinch nail and clinch them so strong that they will stay with 
you. 

So many merchants have had the habit of cutting on 
nails as a lever to secure other business, that I could not 
refrain from putting a few tacks in the subject. Why should 
we continue to’ sell nails and wire, two of the standard 
articles of our business, on a basis that were our entire 
annual sales on the same margin of profit as on these goods 
we would soon be out of business, or find our working 
capital fast leaking away in the cost of selling. May I ask 
if you have ever considered this matter in the light it ought 
to be? and why should we not add a regular per cent profit 
on both, the same as other goods, making all stand their 
share of selling expense, and all standard goods based on 
the same margin of profit? 

Here is the way some merchants figure cost: “The base 
on nails is $2, freight 18 cents, cartage 5 cents, making them 
cost net $2.23 laid down. I will just add 10 cents more for 
profit and sell at $2.33, to get the balance of this bill. The 
furnishing, if I catch him with the nail price, will help me 
out.” Does it? Well, let us see. The average cost to do 
business of the smaller merchants (which varies to some ex- 
tent) I believe I am safe in putting at 15 per cent. This, 
added to the cost of the nails, would make them cost $2.30, 
exclusive of freight and cartage; and if sold at $2.33, your 
furnishings have to furnish the profit for both. Is this fair? 
Is this right, brother dealers? Why not make both pay a 
profit? Why not let nails, wire and all standard goods pay 
their proportion of remuneration and expense? Here use 
finish nails and figure the cost. 

The next nail I will drive is on specialties. We a! 
know that some dealers have made a success in pushing 
specialties, while others who have taken hold of the same 
articles have fallen down, and when the salesman who so! 
him the goods calls on his next trip he is met with, We can’ 
sell those goods here. They are too high-priced, or, we have 
had no calls for them, etc; The salesman, on investigatio: 
finds these goods packed away in the back room and som 
times in the original package. Is it then any wonder that 
the goods were not sold? That they were toéo high in pri 
and that they were not called for? Even though pack 
away in this safe retreat, with the goods is a large bun 
of samples or advertising, or both, and everything necessa 
to help that merchant create a demand for those goods. T! 
may have cost the maker several dollars, and had they b: 
rightly distributed, all would have reaped a benefit. 

If you are a progressive merchant and a salesman, | 
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specialties. If not, buy nails only. They are always in de- 
mand, if you make the price. 

And then jet me call attention to the merchant who is 
always calling for a cheap price. It is one thing to buy 
cheap and quite another to buy right, and the same in selling. 

Too many merchants, who are given to cheap buying, are 
also shouting, “We sell cheap. We make the lowest price in 
town.” Why not say “The place where you get the quality” 
and establish that quality in your customers’ minds? When 
you have done so you will not have any trouble to get a 
reasonable price. And when sold you have made a satisfied 
customer, who will be a standing advertisement for your 
store. Pr 

Get out these hid-away specialties, or other goods, talk 
up and show their merit, give out those costly folders sent 
you, put the price high enough to reward you, and you will 
soon create that demand that did not exist, because they did 
not know such goods were made or that you had them. 

In conclusion I will give you an assortment of nails, and 
if they are worthy drive them; if not, let the other fellow try 
them. Some may need straightening, but all can be used for 
the purpose for which they are intended.

(The following hints for furnacemen on the proper 
installation of @ heating system, we reprint from the 
catalogue of The Peck-Hammond Co., Cincinnati, 
Ohio, heating and ventilating engineers. ) 

Upon this subject there has been much said and 
many long essays written in the way of advice. We, 
therefore, do not think it necessary to enter into an 
extended discussion of the subject. The cheapest 
and best way is to. sectire a competent engineer to 
plan and erect the work. However, if this is not 
done, a few rules can be followed to advantage. 

First. Place the furnace on a substantial level foun- 
dation in as central a location in the basement as the 


‘building will permit, favoring the exposed coldest 


sides of the building. 

Second. In erecting the furnace, see that the cast- 
ings are placed perfectly level and all joints well filled 
with cement. 

Third. Locate the registers on the unexposed side 
of ‘the room and nearest the furnace, endeavoring to 
have all the connecting pipes to furnace as near as 
equal length as possible. 

Fourth. In running the connecting pipes from fur- 
nace, see that they are all taken from the highest 
point on the casing, giving the pipes one inch rise in 
every foot, more if possible, and using larger pipes 
for the rooms on exposed or the coldest side of build- 
ing. 

Fifth. Examine carefully the smoke flue, and see 
that there is no obstruction and that there is a good 
draft; then connect the smoke pipe from furnace, tak- 
ing care to have it tight and placed far enough from 
woodwork to be safe from fire. The smoke flue should 
be not less than 9x12 inches on inside. 

Sixth. One of the most important matters that 
require attention is the Fresh-Air Supply. If taken 
from outside, the: air duct should have a capacity of 
at least three-fourths the capacity of the total area of 
the warm-air pipes and should be taken from the 
North or West, which is usually the side of the pre- 
vailing cold winds. It should have a movable damper, 
so as to régulate the amount of wind pressure to fur- 
nace.

Draw elevation and half-plan the size required. 
Draw center line A, and half-circles B and C; then 
draw ¢enter line D for collar and half-circle E; space 
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using center of circles C and B, strike sweeps from 
all points on line G, intersecting lines drawn from 
circle C. Drawing lines from these points will give 
miter line R. / 
Next place T-square parallel with line A; draw 
lines from all points in miter line R, intersecting 
lines drawn from. points in half-circle E. Drawing 
line through these intersecting points will give miter 
line F. To make half-pattern of tapering joint use P 
as radius point; strike both outside sweeps from line 
H; for pattern of hole draw lines from center of circle 
C to circle B, intersecting points in miter line R. 
Take these spaces as shown by / to O, separately, and 
place an outer sweep of pattern as shown by J, J. K, 
L, M, N, O. From these points in sweep draw lines 
intersecting point P; place T-square at right angles to 
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half-circles E and C, into the same number of spaces 
as collar D, and the small end of taper joint which is 
the same size. 


Now to find miter line F. Draw lines from all spac-.

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A CURVING MACHINE FOR SHEET MATERIAL. 








Clarence N. Frey of Cincimnati, Ohio, has been 
granted a United States patent on a curving machine 
for sheet material, here illustrated. The patent has 
been assigned to The J. M. Robinson Manufacturing 
Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, the application having 
been filed on July 6, 1908. Combined in the machine 
are upper and lower mating feeding rollers, shafts 
therefor, a pivoted bearing and a multi-part bearing 
for the shaft of the upper roller. The multi-part bear- 
ing comprises a swinging block and securing means 
therefor, there being mating gears for the shafts. 
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Sheet Metal Curving Machine. 


The pivotal axis of the pivoted bearings is between the 
mating, gears and the rollers, the gear for the shaft of 
the lower roller being slidable endwise away from the 
roller out of range of the gear for the shaft of the up- 
per roller, There is link-mechanism having connecfion 
with the shaft of the upper roller for tilting the upper 
roller upon the pivoted bearing and thereby swinging 
the gear thereon past the endwise movable gear when 
in shifted position. The link-mechanism comprises a 
segment-gear, a link articulated therewith and with 
the tilting shaft, a second segment-gear meshing with 
the first-named segment-gear, and a lever-arm for the 
second segment-gear.

HARDWARE. 

The hardware market continues to exhibit marked 
activity and there is a feeling of confidence among 
the trade. Orders are being placed with a good meas- 
ure of liberality owing to the advancing prices on cer- 
tain lines. An advance in wire products is believed 
to be imminent, the American Steel & Wire Company 
refusing to accept orders for delivery beyond Decem- 
ber 15, it is reported. Pittsburg advices say that prices 
are to be advanced December 1, though no announce- 
ment-has yet been made by the Steel Corporation. 
One large western independent concern has already 
advanced ordinary wire products $2 per ton and wire 
nails $1 per ton. It is probable that all cut tacks will 
be advanced December 1. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2 for less than ‘carloads 
at the mill. i] 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.15 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 21 cents a pound 
net. 

Chain manufacturers on November 16 advanced 
prices on coil chain from 15 to 35 cents per 100 
pounds, the higher quotation applying to the 34-inch 
size. Eastern standard bright chains have been ad- 
vanced five per cent, and western standard long trace 
chains, one per cent per pair, and in some instances 
two per cent per pair. 

Some manufacturers have advanced copper rivets 
and burrs five per cent. 

An advance of 10 per cent has been made on plain 
wire rope and 74 per cent on galvanized wire rope.

Some wild reports 
have been current as to the quantity of copper which 
has been bought by consumers during the present ag'- 
tation, but there seems to be no reason to doubt that 
more copper has been sold during the past week or so 
than for many months. The London market shows a 
sharp decline for the week, and a still more marked 
decline from the top prices of the week, which were 
reached on November 19.

PIG IRON. 

Present conditions in the pig iron market appear 
dull, especiaily when comparison is made with the 
previous month’s activity. As noted last week, the 
foundry people seem to have supplied their current 
needs, and are content to wait for further develop- 
ments before making further commitments. The steel- 
making irons continue to show the best demand, but 
there is a fair amount of business doing in foundry 
iron. Therefore, the month’s total is likely to foot up 
to a figure that would have looked very good six 
months ago. 

The bulk of the current business in foundry iron is 
for delivery in 1910, but contracts for moderate 
amounts have recently been made for deliveries scat- 
tere! over the next four months. There continue to 
be some large contracts placed for basic iron, one 
large eastern Pennsylvania concern taking 25,000 tons 
recently at $18.50@18.60 ton. Other large sales are 
reported, a fact that cannot fail to have a beneficial 
effect upon the market for foundry iron. 

One of the best features of the market is the readi- 
ness with which consumers are accepting deliveries on 
pig iron contracts. Not only are they taking all the 
iron Offered, but they are calling upon the furnaces 
to anticipate shipments in many cases, this constituting 
a very encouraging feature of the situation. The foun- 
dry people are evidently having a very good business, 
and the furnaces and sales agents are satisfied that 
‘hey will be in the market again shortly. 

There does not appear to be any weakness in any 
rection, and the resale southern iron, which has been

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 


“Pig iron js quiet, as far as new buying goes in any large 
quantity. There has been a fair run of small business for 
shipment prior to the first of January and many consumers 
who have bought iron for third quarter delivery, intending 
to take it and store it for consumption during the first part 
of next year, have discovered that it will all be used before 
that time and are specifying freely on the contracts they now 
have. 

“The pace at which production is going would indicate 
that the month will be even greater than October and little, if 
any, of the make is being piled. In some cases furnace stocks 
have been reduced and, could they be accurately compiled, the 
consumption statistics for October and November would be 
staggering. 

“Steel-making irons are still the most active and the 
market on such is strong. Specifications in finished lines of 
all steel materials is very active and the prospects are that 
this will continue. If such is the case, the production of 
foundry iron at some points will be reduced in favor of the 
steel-making grades and this reduction, in face of the in- 
creased foundry consumption, will tend to improve the al- 
ready good condition of foundry iron. 

“Buyers are showing some hesitancy in considering busi- 
ness that really ought to be placed now, appearing to have 
put too much credence in reports variously circulated regard- 
ing the softening of price of iron at some points. Even 
should this occur, the rebound which would be sure to follow 
would make the position of furnaces stronger than ever. 

“Coke has been quiet and steady. The output has im- 
proved wonderfully but shipments have been reduced on 
account of inability to obtain cars. The labor situation is 
somewhat better but far from what it should_be. Contract- 
ing for six and twelve months ahead is being indulged in at 
present prices and the figures are somewhat more stable than 
they have been for several weeks past.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“Buying this week has been interrupted by the holiday. 
Purchases have been mainly of odd lots here and there. A 
good deal of speculative Southern iron has been put on the 
market and probably more of this has been sold than of fur- 
nace metal. The reason for this lies in the fact that a great 
deal of the iron bought by speculators carried with it free 
storage only up to the end of the year and they are now 
trying to get rid of it in order to save carrying charges. 

“Coke has been unusually active. The best sign of the 
increasing consumption of iron is seen in the really fine de- 
mand for just coke. 

“The strength of the situation is difficult to over-estimate. 
There has been a tremendous buying movement in pig iron 
and this quieter spell is entirely natural. In fact it was ex- 
pected before it actually came. It may be that pig iron buying 
rather anticipated the revival in trade, as doubtless many 
consumers bought in the hope that they were going to be busy 
and also from the fear that prices of iron would go up. But 
whether the great buying movement was inspired by hope or 
fear, the real fact is that today there is on hand the actual 
business to justify it. There are many concerns that are so 
full of work that they are declining further orders. One local 
manufacturer has 26 weeks of solid work booked ahead and 
there are scores of others equally fortunate. It makes little 
difference where you go, you find the same satisfactory state 
of affairs. Without doubt we shall enter the new year melt- 
ing more iron than ever before in the history of the country. 
Preduction may be enormous but consumption will be un- 
precedented.”
